With all the pomp and ceremony that 
characterizes the opening of Parliament 
the Governor-General, Sir Arthur Cur- 
ric, formally called the members to or- 
der for the third and last session of the 
terra. The coalition government a.p- 
licared very strong in comparison to the 
recently reorganized conservative oppo- 
sition. The government won an over 
whelming victory when l.hey presented 
their cmasure for the enfranchisement 
of women throughout the Dominion 
During the courses of the debate the 
gliborators resorted sometimes to French 
to express their views and this coupled 
with the masculine tones of Miss Bu 
movitch, daughter of the lately exccutei 
Bolshevik Ivan Bumovitch provider 
plenty of excitement and music. At the 
end of the session the yorvernor-genera. 
prorogued Parliament which will not 
open again till after the general elections 
in the fall. A light dancing party was 
then held for the tired M.P.'s and their 
.vives. 

The first ten minutes of the scssioi: 
were given to questions. 

The opposition member from Remouski 
asked the Minister of Justice to give ar 
account of what had been done to the 
famous Bolshivest, Bomavitch, who had 
so disturbed the previous sessions. In 
reply to tliis question, the Minister o 
Justice stated that the notorious Bu- 
movitch had been taken to the far away 
island of Newfoundland under the case 
of the Royal Irish Pioncrs better known 
as R.I.P.'s. The execution look placi 
under a tree. The heart ot a pig \va- 
placed upon the Russian's breast ami a 
blanket having been placed over hint the 
R.I.P.'s turned and fixed. Thus ended 
this most famous man's career. 

The Minister of Justice explained in 
uncluding that two alternatives had beer, 
offered Bumavitch. To be cither made 
secretary of the principal of the R.V.C. 
or to be executed in Newfoundland; I Ir 
chose the latter mean;, of death, it need 
hardly he stated why. 

Another member of the Opposition 
then asked what the government liai 
lone to decrease the size of the holer 
in the dough-nuts at the Union. To mak< 
his remarks clear tlrhon. gentleman 
produced specimens. The Prime Minist- 
er in answering the question said that 
the size was entirely due to the fact 
that the Union cook used her thumb in- 
stead of her little finger in inakjng th. 
said dough-nuts. He staled that the 
government would take immediate steps 
to remedy this matter. 

Another inquisitive number of the Op- 
position asked, with regard to the mace: 
did the R.V.C. miss half a curtain pole 
every time there was a session of the 
parliament. The speaker refcred this 
question to the Minister of Way and 
Means who made it clear that the mace 
was of the greatest antiquity. In fact 
it had been taken from the tomb of 
Tctitankhamen in Egypt. 

A certain member asked the prime 
minister how ho intended to fill all the 
vacant places in his cabinet due to some 
of the ministers changing their politics. 
The Prime-minister replied that to his 
knowledge he did not have so many 
tinpty seats and that after all the max- 
ime uf his cabinet was, "Quality rather 
llian quantity."

It was a busy meeting which the mem-

many and important changes, which will 
,n no small manner affect present stu- 
dents and those coming up to McGill 
iic.xt fall for the first time. Reforms 
have been made to courses offered in 
medicine and Arts and in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Twelve (12) mem- 
bers were added to the faculty of Arts. 
Reports were read dealing with registra- 
tion and progress being made in Physical 
Education; reports dealing with re- 
cent extension course in Export Trade, 
.onstitutions which have boon altered 
and also action was taken in the case of a 
student found guilty of unhoncst pract- 
ices during a recent examination, which 
resulted in expulsion from the univer- 
sity. 

Il has been decided to lengthen the 
tiirce year course of the Commr-rcc De- 
partment to extend over a period of 
four years, and a committee has be.cn 
appointed to revise the existing curric- 
ulum. This committee includes: — Dean 
Laing, Professors Sugars. Saudwcll. 
Hazen and Thompson. 

In accordance w.ith the new statute 
which admits associate professors to the 
faculty, twelve additional members have 
been added to the faculty of Arts in- 
cluding: Professors W. T. Waugh, W. 
D. Tait, A. II. S. Gillsoti, J. C. Heni- 
tncon, Carrie Dcrick, Latham and others 
who arc eligible to be appointed in other 
departments of Arts, such as Chemistry 
ind Physics. ' 

It was with a feeling of. success that 
i report was made of the reçoit Exlcn- 
lioii Course on Export Trade.

Over fifty members of the Western 
Club gathered together at a supper in 
the Union last night. Principal Sit A 
W. Currie and Prof. Whitnall, of the 
Faculty of Medicine were t"« speakers 
of the evening. Music was supplie 
by Patterson. Harris, and Vango, all 
of the- Western Club. After the inner 
man was satisfied, Cleland, president 
of the club, announced (hat the Honorary 
President Sir Arthur W. Currie would 
address a few words to the gathering. 

In opening, the Principal said he was 
pleased to be present amongst old ac- 
quaintances of the West. 

The sectional clubs of the University 
were favored by him, although the ar- 
gument was raised against the clubs 
that a sectional spirit was predominated 
which overshadowed the larger spirit 
of loyalty to the college. But he staled. 
— that sectionalism or provincialism in 
io way interfered with the greater loyalty 
to the college or toward Canada. 

Before the war the peoples of West- 
ern and Eastern Canada held opposing 
views. There arc five sections of the 
dominion, namely the Maritinien, mainly 
of old country descent; the people of 
Quebec of French and British descent, 
the Ontario-ites ; the people of the vast 
prairie, and lastly the people of British 
Columbia. All five should he hound 
closely together unfortunately each prov- 
ince has it owns views. This is seen 
especially in the systems of education 
of which each had its own method and 
iach province thought its own way the 
bast. Again this spirit was noticed !n 
the Great War, when nearly everyone 
wanted a provucial unit to be reinforced 
by men only from that province. This 
was at times not practicable. Students 
at McGill wen: from all parts of Can- 
ada and the British Empire and the 
loyally to the college was not suppress- 
ed by sectional clubs, rather a broader 
outlook was gained by the individual. 
One can be proud of one's province with- 
out interfering with one's grcateT Can- 
adian loyalty. A vote of thanks was 
tendered the speaker, moved by C. U. 
Brenchlcy and seconded by O. Taylor. 

After Sir Arthur's address, Gleland 
introduced Prof. Whitnall who spoke in 
bis inimitable humorous style on his rc : 
cent trip in the West. He was sent out 
by the Canadian Medical Association lo 
investigate, and give evidence of the 
work of the chiropractor. Victoria, B. 
C. was the scene of the parliamentary 
committee which looked into this mat- 
ter. Great tribute was paid to the hos- 
pitality and kindness of the Westerners.

CHANGES IN THE COURSES. 



The changes in the courses in the Faculty of Medicine and in 
the Department "of Commerce outlined in another column of this 
issue will not come altogether as a surprise to the Undergraduate 
body. In the case of the course in Commerce, which is to be length- 
ened in future to four years, the opinion has been frequently ex- 
pressed that this was the one method of making the course as com- 
prehensive as a University commercial course should be. Likewise 
the further announcement that the whole curriculum will be revised 
by a committee of the Faculty is a step in the right direction. 

A great number of other Universities have now adopted a seven 
year, and in some cases an even longer, course in Medicine, and Mc- 
Gill in adopting this system is merely conforming to the general 
opinion of the academic world, namely, that no professional man 
should graduate from a University having only an entirely special- 
ized training in his chosen profession. The only way this can be 
accomplished in the case of Medical men without lowering the stan- 
dard of actual training in Medicine is by adding to the course a pre- 
liminary year or two years of stud)' in which a general, but condensed 
course in Arts is given. This is what i*s to be the rule in future years 
at McGill. That it will be successful in its attempt to elevate the 
standard of graduates in Medicine there can be no doubt; that it is 
a concession to Current views upon the matter, similarly can not be 
seriously questioned.

Speaking in this latter connection of combined courses brings 
to mind the not infrequent discussion of their merits. Of the bene- 
fits which they afford to the individual student who is so fortunate 
as to be able to take them, little need be said here. They are too 
evident. Of the effect of combined courses upon the student world 
as a whole, however, there is much room for divergence of sentiment. 
That, in substance being a means by which the undergraduates may 
acquire an Arts degree in a year or two of actual attendance at lec- 
tures in that faculty, thus enabling him to complete his Arts course 
and to obtain his degree, while,, at the same time, working towards 
his graduation in another faculty, they serve to take away from the 
prestige of the Arts degree, can not be seriously questioned by those 
who give the matter serious deliberation and who do not place the 
Arts course upon a plan inferior to the more specialized lines of en- 
deavour. A realization by the Arts graduate that what he has spent 
four years in attaining has been achieved, to all appearances, by an- 
other following only two years of industry in the Arts faculty, is 
not a consideration conducive to a satisfactory appreciation of his 
degree. It is an occasion for controversy as to whether or not this 
apparent detriment to the Arts course will be offset by a gain to 
those of Science and Medicine. If the loss has not been compensated 
the man with the degree of the combined course has benefitted at 
the expense of scholarship.

Yesterday at R. V. C. a very interest- 
ing and instructive lecture was given by 
Professor Basil Williams on the sub- 
ject of "What Canada owes to Front- 
enac and Chatham." 

Proffessor Williams began his talk by 
contrasting the two men. Frontenac 
was a grand seigneur in the time of 
Louis XIV while Chatham came from 
the common class in the reign of George 
III. \ 

The former was, unlike Chatham, pres- 
ent in Canada and inspired the inhabitants 
of New France with a love of race and 
language. It was Chatham who imbued 
the English speaking peoples with his 
ideas of free government. 

Professor Williams then give a synop- 
sis of Frontenac's life and said that at 
the age of 15 years, he was a soldier 
while at 20 he was a Brigadier-General. 
In 1669 he was appointed admiral of 
the Venetian Fleet in the war against 
the Turks and three years later, he 
became governor general of Canada, 

On his arrival, he was much impress- 
ed by the country although at this time 
the whole French population of Can- 
ada numbered only 10,000, Montreal 
having been founded 30 yrs before. 

Frontenac was handicapped to a great 
extent by instructions ( from the ministers 
and the King which were constantly 
with his rivals. 

Professor Williams remarked that 
Frontenac's methods of mastery were 
strangely similar to those of Governor 
Pitt who was at Madras at this time. 

It was he who inaugurated the French 
policy of expansion and worked indust- 
riously for the betterment of the French 
in Canada. He was instrumental in re- 
covering the Hudson Bay Territories. 
When besieged by Phips he was sum- 
moned to surrender and gave this reply 
— ."Je n'ai pas de réponse à vous offrir, 
mais je répondrai par la bouche de mes 
canons." These words were character- 
istic of a brave man. 

Chatham was born ten years after the 
death of Frontenac, in 1708, and he 
made a good many attempts to bring 
about a union between the Whigs and 
the Tories. He was given the office 
of Minister of War and conducted it 
most efficiently.

While, owing to the different conditions prevailing at McGill and in 
Montreal as compared to those existing in some of the neighbouring 
colleges in the United States, it is hardly possible that the McGill 
Ski and Snowshoe Club could equal in some respects the efforts of 
the latter in the way of a Winter Carnival, yet it would be well if 
some feature of a distinctly McGill "character could be included in the 
itinerary for the week-end. It is too late to attempt such now, but 
it is not too early to give thought to such for next year. The Old 
Campus would be an admirable site upon which to stage a festival 
of some description, and we feel that it would be advantageous if this 
fact be remembered by the committee in charge of arrangements 
for next winter.

This course which was given in co- 
operation with the School of Commerce, 
the department of Economics, the De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce of 
Ottawa and the Canadian Manufacturers' 
\ssociation. was held at McGill from 
January 29th to February 10th. It was 
unique in many respects from others 
hold in the past and proved highly pop- 
ular. Lectures were spread over the 
entire day, some series being given in 
the mornings, others in the afternoon 
or evening, all being arranged to suit 
the convenience of the students. 

It was with regret that an example had 
to be made in connection with writing 
examinations. There arc a few brief 
rules printed on the cover of examin- 
ation books, otic of which calls for hon- 
esty. A studctvt, who took exception to 
these during the mid-term examinations, 
was reported and latter asked to leave 
the university. This step was taken after 
due consideration and it is the hope that 
similar action will not be called for 
it McGill in the future. 

Medical students will have their sum- 
mer vacation curtailed at an earlier date 
than they have been accustomed to in 
the past. Lectures will start at the be- 
ginning of the fourth week of Septem- 
ber, the date in 1923 being September 
24th. They will however receive com- 
pensation for this since the period for 
examinations in May will be lessened in 
order that the medical students may at- 
tend the earlier convocation. This 
jcheme will come into effect in the 
, es s ion of 1923-24. This is not the only 
<*hange coming to the medical man ; his 
se.joum at McGill will be prolonged for 
another yeaT making the total sever 
years. His first two college years wiP 
be spent in the Arts Faculty where ■•' 
revised course will be given with at 
tentjon to languages. His next fou- 
winters will be spent at the Medica' 
Faculty followed by a year's training in 
a hospital. Regarding the two year 
Pre-mcdical Course the following extract 
from minutes of the Faculty of Arts 
under the date of January 5th, 1923 
may prove interesting: — 

The Faculty considered the report of 
the conference between the B. A. Ad- 
visory and B. Sc. Advisory Committees 
of the Faculty of Arts and the Education 
Committee of the Faculty of Medicine. 
The following points were agreed upon: 
1 — That there would be no difficulty, 
about the Faculty of Arts undertaking 
the proposed curriculum of the First 
Year, though it was understood that this 
would probably involve additional in- 
struction in Mathematics, French and 
Latin. 

2. — That the curriculum of the first 
of the two pre-medical years should be 
revised by the striking out of the words 
"including Mechanics" after Mathemat- 
ics. 

3. — That in Physics the First Year 
course should be the same as that given 
to the Arts students (3 hour course.) 

4 — That additional instruction would 
be needed in Chemistry but that no 
additional instruction would be neces- 
sary in the Department of Physics and 
Biology. 

5 — That the Second Year as well as 
the First of the Course should bewil- 
der the control of the Faculty of Arts 
but that there should be an advisory 
committee consisting of the professors 
giving the courses in Biology. Chcmisrry 
and Physics in the Second Year, the 
function of the Committee being to keep 
the Faculty of Arts in touch with tin- 
views of flic Faculty of Medicine in re- 
gard to the content of these courses. 

It was further decided that the pass- 
ing mark in' the pre-medical course 
should be the same as that in the other 
departments of the Faculty of Arts. 

6 — That - an optional subject should 
be' added to the Second Year course 
(any subject that the time table condi- 
tions permit.)

In a game that provided the specta- 
tors with as many thrills as a three- 
ring circus to a fivc-ycar-old, Com- 
merce and Dentistry played to a 5—5 
tic on the Campus Rink last night.
